Applicant wishes to thank the Examiner for courtesies shown during the telephone 
interview of January 1 1, 2007 with the undersigned attorney. The following is a summary of the 
points discussed in the interview. During the interview, the Applicant and the Examiner 
discussed the differences between the limitations of the independent claims, and the cited 
references. It was discussed that Hendricks does not disclose selection means for allowing the 
end user to select between the at least one regular program and the at least one Background 
Commercial (BS) for display on the presentation unit, as claimed herein. In Hendricks, the 
commercial advertisements are selected by the system based on the information gathered on the 
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type of regular television program a user watches, and the system selected commercial 
advertisements are then sent to the set top terminal. Further, it was discussed that unlike 
Hendricks, the return channel in the claimed invention is configured to communicate 
Commercial Viewing Data from the receiver to a digital service operator. In Hendricks, the set 
top terminal 220 does not communicate commercial viewing data to the controller 214. Rather, 
in Hendricks, regular television programming viewing data is sent back to the controller 214 by 
the terminal 220. As such, there is no commercial viewing data gathered by the set top terminal 
220 to be sent back to the controller 214 since the user cannot select commercials. In Hendricks, 
regular television programming viewing data is sent back to the controller 214 by the terminal 
220 because the user can select which regular television program to watch. It was further 
discussed that Ellis does not disclose such limitations. The Examiner disagreed. 

Applicant asked the Examiner to clarify her position and reasons for disagreement further 
in the Advisory Action to be sent out.
